now to nphald the turf, in the Lope of securing better
prices for his thoroughbred Fearlings. 1t the tur!
goes down Belle Meade is not worth the half of what
he pald for it.

A wellknown turfman, who does not want W be
quoted for political reasons, sald that the poolroems
would have a sim chance of carrving through any
legislatton in Albany looking toward 8 repeal of the
Ives Pool law, even In the event of their proving in
the courts that it was unconstitutlonal, The roorms
declare that they have mised a fund of 160000 or
$170,000 to fight the jockey clubs and the Doard of
Control, but even aull that moner will avall them
pothing In the face of positive orders from the ruler
of New-York to his minions In the Legislature.

“1 think,” sald this man, “that Mr. Croker has
the real Interest of the turf at heart. He loves
borses, and does not Intend to race his for mere
jucre. He likes a race just as well when he hasn’t
a dollar a5 when he bas on & thousand.

REPUBLICAN COUNTY COMMITTEE ACT&

SEVERAL REFORMS IN THE CONSTITUTION=

LIVELY DEBATE ON THEM.

About a yenr ago on element that had become
dissatisfied with the “close corporation” tendencles of
the Republican organization in one of the Assembly
Disteiets of tie county came out in open revell, A
lUvely eontest followed, The protestants were ovep
whelmingly defeated, but they liad the satlsfiction last
ulght of witnessing «very prineiple for which they eob
tended made part of the new constitution that now
governs the Republican organization of New-York, and
they also had the additional satisfaction of feellng
that these desirable changes would not have beem
made, at lenst at this time, had not the memorahls
fight been made,

The regular monthly meeting of the Republican
County Committee at which this ‘revison of the con-
stitution was made was held, as usual, at the Grand
Opera House, the special commitiee appointed to se-
cure permanent headquarters not yet having beem
successfiul In Its efforts, There was not so large an
attendunce as might have been expected. This was
owing, no doult, to the general bellef that ne
serlons opposition would be offered to the new con-
<titutlon, notwithstanding the rndlcal churacter of
some of the changes recommended by the Executive
Committes, This bellef was well fonnded. The op-
positlon was not vigorons, snd In every instance
was cuslly overcome. All the excellent provisious,
which have been disewssed Ju  this paper, were
adopted  without modification, and It is possible
to say ut last that as the constitution
~tands  no  Republican who desires to Joln
the organiztion liss any valid excuse for not satlafy-
fng this desire.  Admisston to membership bas been
reduced to t'e simplest possible form, and in cohse-
quence of this it is earncstly hoped that a great lo-
erouse in membership will follow ‘mmediately in all
the Assembly District assoclations,
